Have Long Pacified Japan. 
From the Democratic side Senator 
Swanson was the leader?

The Japanese are proud and have a 
race feeling with which Americans 
should sympathize, being based upon 
the same things over which Americans 
themselves are so proud. Japan shares 


tinction of being a country which has 
never been defeated in war, 

The Japanese form the only yellow, 
brown, or black race that has never 
bowed before some western race. They 
are preéminently the leaders of all the 
colored races of the world in govern- 
ment institutions, industries, and abil- 
ity to establish and maintain a mod- 
ern state. 


But it is not as the leader of Asiatic 
races that Japan desires to be judged, 
nor does Japan desire to have a place 
assigned it on the basis of its acknowl- 
edged leadership among the colored 
races of the world. It desires to be 
treated among the nations as the equal 
of any. 


Lives Up to Agreement. 
Japan’s pride in itself would be hurt, 
while it would feel that the enactment 
of such legislation implied a smirch 
upon its honor. Its word has been 
given in the gentlemen’s agreement, 


and Japan believes that it has most 


scrupulously lived up to that agree- 
ment, in spirit and in letter. 


It is a most difficult thing today for 
a Japanese to secure a rt for 
America. Incontrovertible proof must 
be furnished by the applicant that he 
does not fall within any of the cate- 
gories whose presence in the United 
States are believed undesirable by 
Americans. No foreigner in Japan who 
has ever taken the trouble to inves- 
tigate believes that the gentlemen’s 
agreement is being violated by the 
Japanese officials. 

The differences in the wedding cus- 
toms of Japan and America resulted 
in some, misunderstanding on this 
point. In Japan, as in some European 
lands, marriages are, in theory, ar- 
ranged by the parents of the contract- 
ing couples, and the brides are se- 
lected for the young men and not by 
the young men themselves. Japanese 
migration to America was largely of 
young, unmarried males, who, as they 
settled down, desired wives. There 
being few Japanese women in America, 
and the laws of some states preventing 
interracial marriages, such wives were 
selected by the parents of the grooms, 
and sent to them after an exchange of 
photographs.

Japan takes the ground that 
it would be pnfair to deprive these 
Japanese of rights heretofore accorded 
them under treaty and acquired legal- 
ly under American law. It is regarded 
as unjust and as unworthy of a great 
nation that support should be given to 
various movements to take from these 
Japanese much that they have earned 
and to deprive them and their chil- 
dten of the fruits of their honest in- 
dustry. 

It must not be thought that there

The authorities investigated. thorough- 
ly. They ripped off the platform around 
the well and found the old reservoir and 
the pipe from it to the sewer. They 
got evidence that on Dec. 28 sewage and 
rain water ran from the sewer through 
thé pipe to the reservoir and stood two 
feet deep around the water well. They 
filled the reservoir with colored water 
and found a leak in the water well. They 
calculated that on Dec; 28 the water the 
people drank from the faucets in their 
homes was nine parts well water and one 
part mixture of sewage and storm water. 
As they looked back over the history of 
their city they saw where outbreaks of 
dysentery and typhoid had followed rain- 
storms several times in recent years. 

It was a forgotten connection of this 
kind which caused the epidemic at Man- 
kato. The Mankato case’ was the one 
which established the legal responsibil- 
ity of a city whose employés forgot. 

Fort Wayne has recently gone through 
an experience for which there was ample 
precedent. Sc mebody gave the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad permission to make a 
connection between a city water main 
and one from the river carrying polluted 
water. The check valve failed to work. 
In November and December there were 
150 cases of typhoid fever, of which 
twenty-two died. While most of these 
cases were located near the railroad 
property and were railroad employés 
and their families, there were some cases 
all around. Doubtless, the influence of 
this costly experience will radiate a
